Furthermore, the amendment introduces 35 USC 1 12 issues. For example, "said span" in line 1 1 of claim 4 renders the claim indefinite- 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's argument is not persuasive. The 
Applicant quotes GR-1230, p.6-14 and argues that WTR request only considers the condition of the working channels. However, GR- 
1230, p.6-36, R6-149 states that "when a locally detected failure condition clears at a node, the node shall enter Wait-to-Restore and 
remain in Wait-to-Restore for the appropriate time-out interval". It is not limited to working channels. 

The Applicant argues that if an infinite WTR time were used, traffic would be maintained on the protection channels for an infinite time. 
However, GR-1230 also gives many examples in Section 6.2.2.3 where WTR is finite. For example, GR-1230 states on p.6-46 "At time 
T3, the SF condition on the working and protection channels from Node E to Node F clears. Node F enters Wait-to-Restore." GR-1230 
shows in FIG. 6-12 finite WTR time. 

The Applicant argues that GR-1230 does not teach that the WTR request for reverting from management of a ring failure to managing a 
span failure. The Examiner disagrees. GR-1230 teaches in Section 6.2.2.3.7 an example of managing the reverting of ring protection to 
span protection with a WTR timing.. 
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
